General  Comments 


The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  requires  the 
licensing  and  screening  of  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  from  public 
view.  No  junk  vehicles  or  vehicle  parts  can  be  visible  from  any  point  six 
feet  above  the  centerline  of  a public  road.  A junk  vehicle  is  a disman- 
tled, ruined,  wrecked,  or  discarded  motor  vehicle  that  is  inoperative  and 
unlicensed. 

The  applicants,  the  Rosin  Brothers,  propose  to  license  an  already 
established  recycling  facility  at  609  E.  Aluminum  in  Butte,  MT.  The 
applicants  mainly  deal  in  scrap  metal;  however,  they  will  periodically  have 
crushed  vehicles  and  vehicle  parts  stored  on  site. 


Potential  Impacts  on  Physical  Environment 


5.  Aesthetics 

The  applicants  have  screened  a lot  approximately  275'  by  700'  with  a 
combination  of  solid  sheet  metal  fencing  and  a building  (see  attached 
diagram).  The  fence  is  of  sufficient  height  on  all  sides  so  that  any  junk 
vehicles  or  parts  stored  at  the  site  will  be  screened  from  view  of  all 
public  roads. 

Sheet  metal  fencing,  while  sometimes  considered  unattractive,  fits  in 
well  aesthetically  with  the  surrounding  industrial  land  uses.  For  this 
reason,  and  because  the  junk  vehicle  inventory  will  be  screened  from  public 
view,  DHES  considers  the  potential  aesthetic  impact  from  this  proposed 
facility  minor.

State  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials  will  routinely  inspect 
the  facility  to  assure  its  compliance  with  state  law. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility 
at  the  proposed  location  does  not  violate  any  locally  adopted  land  use 
planning  or  zoning  ordinances  as  certified  on  the  application  by  the 
Butte-Silver  Bow  Planning  Department.
